EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 16-32 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As amended in the response filed 8/4/10, the limitation "compensation circuitry 
for modifying target pixel drive currents corresponding to desired pixel brightness levels, 
to take account of the voltage on the column power supply line at each pixel resulting 
from the currents drawn from the column power supply line by the plurality of pixels in 
the column being supplied by the column power supply line for each row addressing 
cycle in a field period and the dependency of pixel brightness characteristics on a 
voltage on a row conductor at the pixel and independent changes in the drain and 
source voltages of the drive transistor," in combination with the other limitations of claim 
1 (and similarly claim 28), is not taught or suggested by the prior art. Therefore, claims 
16-32 are allowed.
